TRINITr EPISC'OPAL CHURCH. 


The old Jtwish ehroiuclers saved th^m- 


Mlves worlds of trouble by asking in a tri- 
umphant tone when they reached ft good 
stopping place, "Kow the rest of the acts of 
So-and-so, first and last, behold are th*y not 
written iu th$ book of the kings of Judah 
tnd Israel ?" It may seem equally a work 
of supererogation Jp atUmptau historical 
ak<stch of Trinity church the acts of which, 
behold, are they not written in the books of 
many authors aud firmly impressed upon the 
memory of all good acd loyal Newporters ? 
But for the benefit of the stranger that is 
within our gates we venture to repeat the 
trite sUtement that Trinity church (the so- 
ciety) was founded in or about 1CH3 by Sir 
Francis Nicholson, an officer of the crown, 
who, after his residence in vigorous New 
England was promoted to the gabern&torial 
chair of more balmy Maryland, there to su- 
persede Lord Baltimore who, being aEoman 
Catholic, was deemed quite unfit to be the 
governor of a colony. 


In the aboriginal days of Newport religion 


was taught by means of the gospels accord- 
ing to tho Baptists and according to the 
Friends, But the number of persons who 
longed for the solemn and beautiful service 
of the English church and who desirsd to 
be baptized, married and buried by episco- 
pally ordained clergymen increased and in 
1093 by tlie aid of Sir Francis Nicholson a 
chur eh was organized and the ministrations 
of the Rev. Mr. Lockver v/ere obtained. 
The first church was erected in 171)2, proba- 
bly on the sits now occupied by the present 
building. Of this church we are informed 
hat it was "finished all on the outside, and 
Ji« inside pewed. 
but 
not 
beautifnl.'' 


Some English philologists would probably 
consider "pewed" an Americanism. From 
the acknowledgement thai the cuurcii wa« 
not beautiful inside we naturally infer tha 
it not only was devoid of paint, but that tl 
boards were untouched by the plane an 
that little attempt was made to conceal th 
manner iu which the frame was joined t 
gether. 
This building was afterward give 


to the parish of Warwick. 


After the departure of Mr. Lockyer tli 


church nud Sir Francis Nicholson, then o 
Baltimore, petitioned the Society for th 
Propagation of the Gospel iu Foreign Par 
to send them a missionary and in 1704 ths 
lociety Bent the Her. James Honyman wh 


TTRS connected with the church for nearl 
half a century. 
With this clergyman th 


society sent a religious armory in the shape o 
seventy fivo volumes of theology. 
Thes 


books are still preserved by the church bu 
owing to the superiority of modern Buuda 
school novels, there is now butjittle call fo 
these ponderous folios of the sereuteent 
century. 
In 170SI Queen Anne present* 


the church with a bell. In 1713 it is re 
corded that the church had fifty commuu 
cants. 
It is lo ba feared that during th 


eirly part of Mr. Houyman's ministry tli 


ihtu-L-h was not as devout and as united as : 
now is for the Itev. Dr. McSparran who wa 
here for a time wrote homo that "the peep] 
w*re a field [full of thorns and briers an 
noxious weeds." But before his death Mr 
Honyman was permitted to see tho cburc 
in a spiritual aud rigorous condition.

ing clear to Thames street. 
As busines 


i* commonly allowed now to encroach 011 re 
ligion so the church yard has been cut 
into building lots which are now occupied by 
barns and things. 


It gives a man a painful sense of his owi 


ephemeral existence, to look nt n buildiiij 
that is as good us new and thnt has existci 
with only ordinary repairs for one hundrei 
nud forty seven years.

About thin time, too, Quien Anne's bell 


waj broken »nd was spnt to England and 
recast. This bell has been broken quite 
frequently but ii has been recast svery time, 
and is the «&rne old toll today. 


During thii period tbe church enjoyed 


th« benefactions of Nathaniel Kay, its most 
liberal friend, whose name is kept fresh in 
the minds of tbe public by the Kay chapel. 
He was th« collector of the king's customs 
for this colony. Like Matthew he sat ftttha 
receipt of custom, and like Matthew he was 
a godly man and a true disciple. 
When he 


di»d he left considerable property for the 
endowment of a charity school to be con-l 
nected with the ohurch. 
The legacy was 


managed as well as such legacies usually are 
managed, but that ii not saying much, and 
molt of the property evaporated. 
The 


school dragged out an intermittent existence 
till about the beginning of the present cent- 
ury when the free public schools were es- 
tabh'ehed and the charity school died for 
want of pupils. The old Kay aehoolhouse 
has been transferred from the department of 
education to that of religion »nd now does 
duty M the Shiloh Baptist church. 


Mr. Honyman was succeeded by the Rev. 


Jeremiah Learning 
in 1750. 
The Kev. 


Thomas Pollen became missionary rector in 
17.>4. 
Hi was laeeseucd in 17CO by the 


Rer. Mmnaduke 
Brown 
who remained 


rector till his dsath in March 1771.

succeeded in the same year by the Rev. 
George Biss*t who laft the city with tha

HOW TO FATTEN A HOUSE.—To fatten 


horse that has fallen off in flesh is some- 
times a tedious business—indeed, the work 
of months. 
The following suggestions to 


accomplish .it, 
however, though without 


paternity, look to us us wise imd to the pur- 
po*a: Many good horses devour large quai 
tities of grain ami hay and still contim 
thin and poor; the food eaten 
properly 


Msimilated. If the usual food has been un- 
frronnd grain and hay, nothing but n change 
will effect any desirable alteration in tho 
•ppearauce of the animal. 
Iu case oatmeal 


c*nnot be obtained readily, jiiiuglo a buahel 
of iiiaxseed with a bushel of barley, one of 
O»IB aiid another bushel of Indian corn, and 
let it he ground into a iine meal. 
This 


will be a fair proportion for all his food. 
Or the meal, or tho barley, oats, and corn 
in equal quantities, may first be procured 
and one-fourth part of oil cake miuglod 
with it, when the meal is sprinkled on cut 
hay and straw. If the horse will cat tb'at 
greedily let the quantity be gradually 
in- 


creased until he will eat four or sis quarts 
a* erery feeding, three times n dn.y. 
So 


.long aa the animal will eat this allowance 
Ihc'quantity inny be increased n little every 
day. 
Avoid the practice of allowing R horse 


to stand at a rack well filled with hay. 
Iu 


order to fatten a horse that has run down 
in flesh the groom should be very particular 
to feed the animal no more than he will eat 
up clean and lick his mangor for more.
